MEMORANDUM 


WITH REFERENCE TO ADMINISTRATIVE 


SCHEMES 


UNDER THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT ACT, 1929. 


1. TuE Local Government Act provides that within six months 
after its commencement the Council of every County and County 
Borough shall submit a scheme of the administrative arrange- 
ments proposed to be made for discharging functions transferred 
to it from the Poor Law Guardians. On the submission of an 
administi ative scheme a notice must be published that represent- 
ations may be made thereon .o the Minister within a period of four 
weeks. Schemes sanctioned by the Minister will become operative 
on April Ist, 1930. The influence of the medical profession on the 
character of these schemes may therefore make itselt felt at 
any time before November next; but it is obvious that 
in each locality such influence can be brought to bear more 
effectually during the preparation of a scheme than after its 
completion, Schemes are already being formulated in a number 
of areas. 

2, The functions transferred by the Act from Poor Law 
(uardians to the Councils of Counties and County Boroughs fall 
mainly under three heads—(a) public health, (b) education, (c) 
assistance in the narrower seuse of provision of shelter, food or 
money. In accordance with the British Medical Association’s 
policy of separating public health services from public services of 
other kinds and of unifying the administration of public health 
services as far as possible it is to be hoped that every adminis- 
trative scheme will contain provisions to this end, and that no 
scheme will be formulated or sanctioned which simply entrusts 
the administration of these classes of transferred functions en 
bloc to one Committee. There may be a temptation to take this 
course, Which seems superficially the line of least resistance. 
Such action, however, is Jikely to be discouraged by the Ministry 
of Health, in accordance with the intention of the Act. 

3. The main transferred public health services will be vacci- 
nation, Poor Law Hospitals, medical out-relief, medical services 
for children of school age, medical services for children under 
school age and their mothers, medical services for mental 
deficiency and mental disorders. The Council of each County or 
County Borough must, under the Act, appoint a Public 


_ Assistance Committee, or may arrange for some existing Com- 


mittee to act as its Publie Assistance Committee. Each Council 
will then have six Committees dealing with public health services 
—the Public Health Committee, the Education Committee, the 
Mental Deticiency Committee, the Maternity and Child Welfare 
Committee, the Asylum Committee, and the Public Assistance 
Committee. In County areas the County Council willalso have to 
appoint District Guardians Committees and prescribe their 
unetions, some of which may be of a public health or medical 
character. In some areas the Mental Deficiency Committee is the 
Asylum Committee, with the addition of two women members, 
and in some areas both the Maternity and Child Welfare Com- 
mittee and the Mental Deficiency Committee are treated as Sub- 
Committees of the Public Health Committee. It will be possible 
for a Council to appoint its Public Health Committee as its Public 
Assistance Committee, so that that Committee may combine the 
functions of both. 


4. In accordance with the policy of the British Medical 
Association it is desirable that the Councils of Counties and 
County Boroughs should administer the transferred public health 
functions as far as possible by victue of the appropriate Acts re- 
lating to public health services, rather than through the Poor Law, 
and it seems likely that in most cases this will be arranged for in 
the administrative scheme and thet such schemes will be « nlikely 
to be sanctioned by the Ministry of Health unless this is done as 
far as possible, as, indeed, the Act provides. Each scheme 
therefore should specifically state that the vaccination services 
will go to the Public Health Committee ; that medical attention 
to children of school age will go to the Education Committee ; 
that medical attention to children under school age and their 
mothers will go to the Maternity and Child Welfare Committee ; 
that all medical services of transferred hospitals or institutions 
will go, in the case of County Boroughs, immediately, or, in the 
case, of Counties, either immediately, or after a short pre-cribed 
period (during which, asa temporary measure, they woulu be 
under the Public Assistance Committee), to the Public Health 
Committee. The service for medical out-relief requires special 
consideration and might remain under the Public Assistance 
Committee, or go to the Public Health Committee acting 
upon its behalf. 

5. It is desirable that each Committee should be so constituted 
as to contain members experienced in the work which the Com- 
mittee has to do, including members representative as far as 
possible of the medical profession of the area, Provision is made 
under other Acts for the appointment of co-optative members to 
Education Committees, to Maternity and Child Welfare Com- 
mittees, and to Mental Deficiency Committees. The Local 
Government Act now permits of such co-option in the case of the 
Public Health Committee (in Counties the Public Health and 
Housing Committee) and the Public Assistance Committee, 
and makes such co-option mandatory in the case of District 
Guardians Committees appointed by the Council of a County. 
The Association believes that it is most essential to e fliciency 
that. this power of co-option shall be exercised in most cases, 
that provision for it shall be made in each administrative scheme, 
and that there should be suitable medical representation among 
the co-optative members. This is one of the points as to which, 
in some areas, it will be necessary to bring particular pressure to 
bear on the Council, and in this connection it may be well to 
bear in mind that co-option need not be contined to those who 
have been Poor Law Guardians or to women, and that where the 
Act prescribes that some women shall be co-opted a medical 
woman may often be found to be the most su table ‘person. 
The Public Health Committee may appoint a Hospitals Sub- 
Committee to manage hospitals.in its area, and it seems essential 
that upon this Sub-Committee there should sit members, both 
medical and lay, experienced in hospital management. It will 
be for each scheme to provide for this. 

6. A clause introduced into the Act at a late stage of its 
consideration by Parliament makes it incumbent upon the Council 
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of every County and County Borough to make such arrange- 
ments as they think desirable to consult any body within their 
area which they consider representative of the governing bodies 
and of the medical staffs of voluntary hospitals before action is 
taken with regard to the provision and use of hospital accom- 
modation. If there be in any area a body which may be con- 
sulted in pursuance of this duty steps should be taken at once to 
ensure that the medical staffs are adequately and properly repre- 
sented thereon, and it should be particularly noted, in areas 
where this applies, that the medical staffs concerned include all 
medical practitioners, whether general or specialist, who are 
engaged in the work of the cottage hospitals of the area and that 
these also must be an integral part of any body before it can be 
considered properly ‘‘representative of the staffs of local volun- 
tary hospitals.’ If there be in an area no existing body suitable 
for consultation, steps should be taken to form one, whether as a 
Committee of the Branch or Division of the Association, or in 
some similar way. 

7. In the case of County areas it is part of the policy of the 
Assccistion that the Council of the County should delegate the 
exercise of certain transferred health functions to the Councils of 
County districts which are of a suitable size and which comply 
with the requirements of the Act* and which have already 
established and efficiently conducted in their areas health 
services of a similar kind, thus avoiding overlapping or re- 
duplication of the work. In administrative schemes submitted 
by County Councils it is necessary that medical practitioners in 
such district areas should endeavour to secure the embodiment 
of provisions for such delegation. 

8. In the interests of tne unification of the administration of 
health services it is necessary that there should be in the area 
of each County or County Borough one chief administrative 
officer who must be the Medical Officer of Health. To have an 
ind: peadent medical officer in each department and as the 
advi:ev and executi¢e officer of each sepurate Committee would 
be so 0 viously wasteful that it is not likely to be sanctioned by 
the Ministry of Health if proposed in any scheme. But the 
heads of departments, in so far as they carry out any clinical 
vo ', must obviously maintain a position of some independence. 
The provisions in any scheme dealing with this matter will 
require very careful attention. 

9. The »osition of transferred District Medical Officers is one 
which w 1. require special consideration. Hitherto they have 
not been under the administrative supervision of any medical 
otficer and any quesvions as to their work have been dealt with 
directly by relieving officers and Boards of Guardians cr by the 
Ministry of Health. It is a question whether they should now 
be responsible to the Public Assistance Committee or to the 
Public Health Committee of a Council, and in either case their 
work must come under the administrative supervision of a 
medical officer, who would naturally be the Medical Ofticer 
of Health of the County or County Borough as the case may be. 

10. All the resolutions and memorandums embodying the policy 
of the Association with regard to these matters should be care- 
fully borne in mind in formulating or criticising an adminis- 
trative scheme. In particular, reference may be made to the 
As-c@iation’s memoraridum of evidence submitted to the Royal 
Commission on Local Government, to the Hospital policy of the 
Association, and to the three resolutions dealing with domiciliary 
attenvlance passed by the Representative Body at Cardiff, which 
are as follows :— 

(i) Domiciliary attendance should, in the best interests 
of the patients, be provided by private practitioners in the 
area concerned and not by a whole-time medical officer; 
(ii) the adoption of the above resolution leaves unprejudiced 
the position of any medical officers at present holding whole- 
time appointments in which domiciliary attendance is one of 
the duties; (iii) if there are in the area no practitioners 
willing to undertake the domiciliary work on suitable terms, 
paragraph (i) shall not apply. 

There is no objection in principle to the combination in 
one and the same whole-time appointment of the duties of a 
Medical Otticer of Hea'th and of those of a Poor-law Institu- 
tional Medical Officer, but the application of this principle in 
any individual instance must be governed by local circum- 
stances and by the opinion of the Division or Divisions 
concerned, 

There is no objection in principle to the combination in 
one and the same whole-time appointment of the duties of a 
Medical Officer of Health or of a Poor-law Institutional 
Medical Officer and those of a Publie Vaccinator, but the 
application of this principle in any individual instance must 
be governed by local circumstances and by the opinion of the 
Division or Divisions concerned.

Annual Report of the Council which contain some impor 
conclusions and recommendations under the heading of encroggh, 
ments on the sphere of private practice. 

11. Although the matters referred to in this paragraph hay 
no relation to the administrative schemes immediately to be 
prepared for submission to the Ministry, it is desirable to 
that there are three very important surveys which the Act im 
upon the Councils of Counties, as distinguished from those of 
County Boroughs. One of these, which must be completed by 
April, 1932, at the latest, is to review the whole area of the county 
as regards its division into districts and parishes, and to report 
any changes in this respect which it th nks desirable. A 
is to survey the hospital accommodation for the treatment of 
infectious disease provided within the County, and to submit g 
scheme for making such provision adequate for every part of the 
area. A third survey is with a view to formulating arrangements 
for securing a whv‘e-time Medical Officer of Health, not necessari 
at once, tor every district of the County. It is clear that, as with 
regard to administrative schemes. so with regard to these surveys, 
which may exercise great effect upon health services and 
administration, the medical profession should exercise its due 
influence and should at once prepare itself to bring such influence 
to bear at the appropriate time, 


IMMEDIATE ACTION REQUIRED. 

12. The situation above described calls for immediate action 
on the part of every Division and/or Branch. The Branch 
machinery may be the best for dealing with the County Councils, 
During the next six months, while the schemes of the Counties 
and County boroughs are in preparation, and as early as pus 
during that time, the policy of the Association should be brought 
to the attention of those who will be mainly instrumental ip 
formuiating the local schemes. On the medical side obviously 
the Medical Officer of Health will occupy a position ot very con- 
siderable influence and the first’ duty of the Division Executive 
(or the Branch Council) is to get into conterence with the medical 
officer concerned, and take his advice as to tke best way of 
influencing his Council and persuading it that the policy of the 
Association will be in the best interests of the community. He 
may know that his Authority has already decided to take a line 
which the Association would approve, so that in his opinion 
formal representations might be unnecessary or even harmful, He 
may be of opinion that it would strengthen his hand if the 
Division or Branch would send a deputation, and he would be 
able to indicate the right way of asking for such deputation. He 
may consider that it would be sufficient for practical purposes if 
a memorandum were sent to the Council expressing the views of 
the local protession. 

13. Ifitis thought best to arrange for a deputation this should 
be done with great care. It is essential that the views of the 
Assoriation should be put up in a persuasive manner by prac- 
titioners who not only know the policy of the Association and are 
convinced of its rea-onableness, but who, if possible, have had 
experience of public life and have personal influence with the 
local public men. It will therefore be eminently desirable to add 
such practitioners to the Executive of the Division or to any 
special Committee appointed for the purpose, Copies of the 
relevant documents and any other help that can be given from 
the central office will, of course, be available, and the Council 
earnestly hopes that there will be no County cr County Borough 
area in the country whose scheme will not receive the immediate 
and careful attention of the appropriate unit of the Association. 
As the future development of medical servi e in this country 
depends very greatly on precedents that will be made within 
the next few months it is imperative that the Association should 
spend its energies in moulding the schemes of medical service now 
into such a shape as will be agreeable to the profession, rather 


than that it should later spend energy, time and money in a sort’ 


of guerilla warfare against schemes so framed as to be unaccept- 
able to the medical profession and not in the best interests of 
the public.

CURRENT NOTES. 


The Katherine Bishop Harman Prize. p 

Tne Council of the British Medical Association 1s pre 
pared to consider an award of the Katherine Bishop 
Harman Prize, of the value of £80, in the year 1930. 
The purpose of the prize is the encouragement of study and 
research directed to the diminution and avoidance of 

risks to health and life that are liable to arise in preg- 
nancy and child-bearing. + Within this sphere competitors 
are free to select the work they wish to present. All 
medical practitioners registered in the British Empire are 
eligible to compete. Should no essay be, in the opimiom 
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of the Council, of sufficient merit, no award will be 
ade, but the prize will again be offered in the year 
following ; in this event the money value will be increased. 
Each essay must be typewritten or printed in English. It 
must be distinguished by a motto, and accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. Essays must reach 
ihe Medical Secretary (to whom = inguiries may be 
addressed), British Medical Association House, Tavistock 
Square, W.C.1, not later than December 31st, 1929. 


Scholarships and Grants in Aid of Scientific Research, 
Scholarships. 

The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
ared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
yalue of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as quaiified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relat- 
ing to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October 1st, 1929. A Scholar may be reappointed for not 
more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not neces- 
sarily required to devote the whole of his or her time to 
the work of research, but may hold a junior appointment 
at a university, medical school, or hospital, provided the 
duties of such appointment do not interfere with his work 
as a Scholar. 

Grants. 

The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the assist- 
ance of research into the causation, treatment, or preven- 
tion of disease. Preference will be given, other things 
being equal, to members of the medical profession and 
to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine. 


Conditions of Award: Applications. 

Applications for Scholarships and Grants must be made 
not later than Saturday, May 25th, 1929, on the prescribed 
form, a copy of which will be supplied on application to 
the Medical Secretary of the Association, B.M.A. House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 

Applicants are required to furnish the names of three 
referees who are competent to speak as to their capacity 
tg research contemplated, to whom reference may be 
made. 

Retirement of Mr. S. Honeyman, 

Mr. Spencer Honeyman, whose retirement from the post 
of librarian to the British Medical Association has just 
taken effect, was entertained to luncheon by his colleagues 
at the House of the Association on March 25th. Dr. Cox, 
im proposing a toast to Mr. Honeyman, said that they 
were taking leave of a friend who had been longer con- 
nected with the Association than any official present. 
During his many years of devoted service he had seen 
enormous changes in the Association, which, indeed, were 
as marked in the library as in any department of its 
activities. If Mr. Honeyman could be persuaded to write 
his reminiscences they would make fascinating reading; 
they would show how a comparatively small library, with 
which he had been associated from its inception, had grown 
to become one of the greatest assets the Association had 
to offer its members. To this progress Mr. Honeyman 
had made a great and lasting contribution, It was in 1888 
that Mr. Ernest Hart asked Mr. Honeyman to assist him 
im forming a library, and he was appointed librarian on 
July 19th, 1893. During the forty-one years of his service 
he had never missed a working-day on account of sickness 
or any other cause. The Council had often expressed 
approval of his work, and when at last he had reached the 
age of obligatory retirement they thanked him for his 
work, not as a matter of form, but deeply and in all 
sincerity. Mr. Honeyman’s retirement was closing a con- 
hexion that had existed between his family and the Asso- 
fation ever since 1853, when his grandfather, Mr. T. J. 
Honeyman beeame publisher of the British Mrdical 


Journal, and collected the subscriptions of members. This 
connexion had been carried on by Mr. Honeyman’s father, 


Mr. J. N. Honeyman, who had been in the service of the 
Association from 1853 till his death in 1903. On behalf of 
his colleagues, Dr. Cox said of Mr. Spencer Honeyman 
what had been said about his father, that he did the work 
which he had to do with his heart and with his might; 
that he was held in the highest respect for the simplicity 
and integrity of his character, and in special regard by all 
who knew him for his amiable and obliging disposition. 
In presenting him on behalf of the officials of the British 
Medical Association with a silver cigarette box, he wished 
Mr. Honeyman happiness and a long life in which to 
enjoy the retirement he had so truly earned. Mr. Honey- 
man, in replying, gave a number of interesting reminis- 
cences of the connexion of his family with the British 
Medical Association. During his own period of service, he 
said, the Association had had six homes, and he had worked 
in them all. He had known thirty-six Presidents and 
three Editors, and whatever the inevitable difficulties in 
the work of a great organization his experience had always 
been a pleasant one. He welcomed the new librarian, 
Mr. Shields, and wished him happiness and success. Every 
man had it in him to make for his successor a stumbling- 
block or a stepping-stone; he hoped his own work would 
prove to Mr. Shields a stepping-stone to the tasks he had 
before him.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions, 


CatcuTTa BrancuH. 

A ciiyicaL meeting of the Calcutta Branch was held in the Lecture 
Theatre, the School of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene, Calcutta, 
on February &th. Major G. Smanxs, 1.M.S,, was in the chair, and 
twenty-six members were present. 

Lieut.-Colone] R. B. Lioyv, 1.M.S., imperial serologist and pro. 
fessor of serology, Calcutia School of Tropical Medicine, read an 
interesting paper on blood tests in relation to blood transfusion, 
He pointed out that the indications for blood transfusion fell into 
four well-defined groups: (1) the acute anaemia caused by sudden 
and grave haemorrhage; (2) anaemia of gradual onset, in which a 
single transfusion might enable a patient to withstand the shock 
of a surgical operation; (3) haemorrhagic diseases, such as haemo- 
philia and melaena neonatorum; and (4) general toxaemias of many 
kinds. Consideration was next directed to the tests which were 
applied to the blood of the recipient and of the proposed donor to 
determine their compatibility or otherwise. The speaker men- 
tioned the well-known table of Moss, which indicated that only by 
the use of Group II and Group IIT stock serums could they assign 
any unknown blood to its correct —. He outlined the techni 
that had proved most satisfactory in his experience. The question 
of the employment in a sudden emergency of Moss’s Group. IV. 
(universal) donors was next dealt with, and the speaker pointed 
out that there was a certain amount of risk—slight, but neverthe- 
less present—in employing such donors without adequate laboratory 
tests, especially if they had never been used as donors before. 

Colonel Lloyd next referred to the ingenious technique of Coca, 
whereby the citrated bloods of the donor and the recipient were 
mixed together on a slide in such proportions that the test in vitro 
approximated very closely to the actual state of affairs produced by 
a transfusion. he question of the communication of disease, 
especially syphilis, by blood transfusion was briefly dealt with. The 
speaker quoted Peterson’s graphic description of the clinical picture 
presented when incompatible blood was transfused; the result of 
such an appalling -mistake was not necessarily fatal, though it 
frequently had , wae so. Colonel Lloyd concluded his most 
interesting paper by emphasizing the necessity for a “ safety first” 
policy when testing donors as to the suitability of their gift bleed: 


*“ Perform grouping tests in addition, if possible, but never omit 


the direct match, which is the essential test.” . 


An animated discussion followed, in which the CHarrman, Colonel - 


Fry, Colonel Procror, Colonel Knowtes, Major J. C. De, Dr. H.N, 
Mux«erseg, and Dr. Uxit took part; after this Colonel Luoyn dealt 
with the points raised by the various speakers, and the meeting 
concluded. 


Dorset anp West Hants Branco: West Dorset Divistoy. 

At a meeting of the West Dorset Division at the Yeatman Hos- 
pital, Sherborne, on March 21st, Dr. J. Wnittincpate showed a 
middle-aged woman suffering from Graves’s disease. She had been 
treated for some time with Lugol’s solution; it was now con- 
sidered that she should undergo an operation.

of tne WB ANDERTON, lecturer in forensic medicine, Manchester 
University, gave a most interesting. lecture on sudden and 
unexpected deaths, illustrated by striking examples chiefly drawn 
from his own experience of twenty-seven years as pathologist at 
Manchester Royal Infirmary. He stressed the pitfalls to be 
avoided, and especially pointed out the importance of searching 
ihe trachea for impacted food or foreign bodies; also the value of 
examining the pulmonary ariery for embolism before removing 
the heart. In the lecturer’s experience disease of the coronary 
arteries accounted for 50 per cent. of all sudden deaths; other 
common causes were pneumonia, cerebral tumours, and aneurysms 
of cerebral artcries. Illegal uterine operations occasionally caused 
sudden death from shock. 

On the motion of Dr. J. Mervin, seconded by Dr. A. Lomas, 
a vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Anderton for his very 


‘helpful lecture. Light refreshments were provided after the 


lecture. 


Merropouitan Counties Brancu: LewisHam Drvision. 
A uexTinG of the Lewisham Division was held at the Town Hall, 
Catford, on March 19th, when the chairman of the Division, Dr. 
J. W. Mutter, presided. 

Mr. Recrnatp C. B. Lepiie gave an address on the modern treat- 
ment of varicose veins and haemorrhoids. He said that no 
fatalities had been recorded in this country, but care in technique 
and careful choice of cases were necessary, Quinine urethane 
produced the best clot; it was painless and non-toxic. Sodium 
salicylate gave a softer clot, but might be associated with cramps. 
Detachment of the clot was very rare. Sepsis increased the <x a 
as in varicose ulcer and eczema. Two injections of 1 ¢c.cm. each 
were given at a session; during the second week three injections 
might be given, but 3 c.cm. was the maximum at one sitting. 
The speaker described the technique in detail and remarked that 
sloughing had occurred in 20 out of his 500 cases, ranging from 
1/4 to 2 inches in length; the ulcer was indolent and slow of 
healing. The contraindications to this operation were pregnancy, 
renal and cardiac disease, and old phlebitis. In the case of 
haemorrhoids, the symptoms arose from perianal sepsis, the 
internal piles being painless; a i0 per cent. solution of carbolic acid 
in equal parts of water and glycerin was used for injection. 
Simple uncomplicated internal piles were suitable for injection. 

Dr, Ricuarpson described his use of — carbolic injections 
where other substances had failed. Drs. Witson, Cuasr, J. Jones, 
and G. Jones also joined in the discussion. On the motion of the 
Cuarrman a vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Ledlie for his 
interesting address,

A weetinG of the Wandsworth Division was held at the Town Hall, 
Wandsworth, on March 21st. Dr. Garpyer, chairman of the Division, 
in introducing Dr. Caley, medical officer of health for the borough, 
spoke of the friendly relations between the medical practitioners 
of the Division and the medical officer of health. Dr. Carey, in a 
lecture on the recent outbreak of small-pox in Wandsworth, gave 
an account of how it had begun and spread, and of the 
measures taken to deal with it. He contrasted the low mortality 
rate of the recent outbreak with that of the much higher rate 
of the epidemic in the years 1901 to 1904. Leaflets giving in 
tabular form useful information on the differential diagnosis 
between small-pox and chicken-pox were distributed to those 
present. The possibility of ill cffects following vaccination was 
dealt: with, as well as the findings of the Special Government Com- 
mittee which had been inquiring into the subject of vaccination 
against small-pox. Several members took part in the discussion 
which 

the invitation of the chairman, Dr. Krrkianp, a member 
of the Wandsworth Borough Council, spoke on the supposed 
relation between nervous ne following vaccination and 
encephalitis lethargica and poliomyelitis. He advocated, on quite 
impersonal oun, the abolition of the present system of 
employing only public vaccinators for vaccinating members of the 
public. He said that the services of any medical practitioner 
should be available for this purpose, and at the public expense 
where necessary.

A MEETING of the North Lancashire and South Westmorland Branch 
was held at the Royal Albert Institute, Lancaster, on March 7th, 
by kind permission of Dr. Coupland, medical superintendent, and 
the governors of the Institute; twenty-seven members were present. 

The operator of the Institute showed the Harvey film on their.

Tue sixth and last scientific meeting of the session of the Ports- 
mouth Division was held at the Queen’s Hotel, Southsea, on March 
14th, when fifty members were present, of whom thirty-three sat 
down to supper; Dr. Pxitie Green was in the chair. 

Dr. J. 8. Farrsarrn of St. Thomas’s Hospital, opening a discussion 
on puerperal morbidity and mortality, said that it was usual to 
compare maternal mortalily with infant mortality. The latter had 
decreased while the former had remained stationary. This country 
had a higher mortality than the Scandinavian countries and 
Holland, but an appreciably lower mortality than the United 
States. Sepsis caused nearly half of the deaths. In areas with 
small houses the maternal mortality was quite low: women 
delivered themselves. There were four needs: ante-natal care, hos- 
pitals for difficult eases, fewer interferences with labour, co-opcra- 
tion with midwives. Emphasis was laid on the importance of 
getting back to the preservation of the normal function. Comntries 
with the lowest rates all had a first-class service of midwives; 
rural areas had large mortalities, London a small one. it was 
important to consider how best the doctors and the midwives could 
co-operate. 

An interesting discussion followed, in which Drs. Farriry 
(M.O.H., Isle of Wight), Fraser (M.O.H., Portsmouth), Jeans, 
Way, Raymonp, McAsxiz, and Mr. Martin took part. On the 
motion of Dr. McAsxis, seconded by Dr, Wuite, a hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded to Dr. Fairbairn for his address, 


Sovrm Wares Monmovutusmire Brancu: Sourn-West Waxes 
_ Division. 
De. W. A. T. Lioyp (Llandilo) presided at a mecting of the South- 
West Wales Division at the Carmarthenshire Infirmary, Carmarthen, 
on March 6th, when about twenty members listened to a- lecture 
from Dr. A. Crarke BecG (Swansea) on a visit to the Mayo 
Clinie. 

Dr. Begg outlined the career of William W. Mayo and the 
beginnings of the clinic in 1889, when St. Mary’s Hospital was | 
erected by the Sisters of St. Francis and was staffed by the elder _ 
Mayo and his two sons William J. Mayo and Charles H. Mayo. 
Various additions were made until it had a capacity of 600 beds with 
ten operating theatres. Later on, further accommodation was pee 
vided by the Kahler Corporation, notably the Kahler Hotel, a 


| 
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building of twelve stories, each floor having some 50 beds. The 
lower floors were used as an‘ordinary hotel, while the upper floors 
served as a hospital for about 200 patients, and provided accom- 
modation for various laboratories. The total hospital accommoda- 
tion at Rochester in connexion with the clinic was now ahout 
1,600 beds. The total professional staff was now 440; 134 were on 
the permanent staff and 306 fellows. The latter, after six months’ 
probation, were appointed for three years and assisted in_ the 
various departments of the clinic. The old and new clinic buildings 
were then described, the latter being a magnificent building with 
fifteen working floors and a tower. The clinic buildings are used 
enlirely for diagnosis. Afier this has been established the patients 
were given the choice of going back to their own doctor for treat- 
ment, or they might have it supplied by the clinic staff. The clinic 
had no financial interest in any of the hospitals, but if supplied 
their professional staffs. Patients paid the charges for maintenance 
while in hospital direct to the hospital authorities. The fees for 
diagnosis and treatment were based on the actual cost and the 
financial circumstances of the patient. Some 30 per cent. of the 
patients paid nothing, but the fees to people in a good position 
were substantial to compensate for this. All surplus funds were 
devoted to improving the clinic and the endowment of medical 
education and research. The patients were drawn from all sections 
of the community, but most came from the middle classes. A 
notable feature from the physician’s point of view was the 
Rochester diet kitchen, where patients suffering from diabetes, 
nephritis, ete., in which diet was an important factor, were shown 
the preparation of meals, and taught to weigh and prepare the 
various items permitted them. Some 80 per cent. of patients came 
on their own initiative, and doubtless many of these could have 
been treated equally well and at much less expense by their own 
home doctors. In difficult cases, however, the thorough and com- 
plete investigation of the patient from every angle musi be of the 
greatest value. In concluding, Dr. Begg paid a tribute to the great 
kindness and hospitality shown him at the Mayo Clinic and the 
other American clinics which he visited. 

At the close of the meeting a very hearty vote of thanks was 
accorded to Dr. Begg for his most interesting lecture. 


SoutH-WesterN Branca. 

A meetTinG of the South-Western Branch was held at the Lower 
Abbey Hall, Plymouth, on March 13th, when Dr. Ertc Worpiey 
read a paper on biochemistry in nephritis. He showed how very 
useful the laboratory examination of the urine could be in the 
prognosis and treatment of the various types of this condition; 
many of the tests which he illustrated were very simple. Dr. 
Wordley gave many instances of the great value of accurate blood 
examinations. 

Mr. Enric Winson read notes on two cases of injury to the 
rectum followed by operation, both being eminently successful. 
In one case a large and very uncommon foreign body was removed. 
The surgeon was congratulated on his manipulative skill. 

In a paper on the uses and abuses of a neurological clinic 
Dr. Craic put in a vigorous plea for the establishment in Devon 
of a central clinic, supported by the larger towns, where the 
so-called borderline patients could be carefully observed, treated 
if necessary, and probably saved from a downhill course. 
Unquestionably Dr. Craig won the sympathy of the mecting.

Ay interesting meeting of the Guildford Division was held at the 
Royal Surrey County Hospital, Guildford, on February 6th, when 
Dr. W. L. R. Fremine was in the chair. 

Mr. W. Rowtey Bristow delivered an address on infantile 
aralysis, which was illustrated by lantern slides, and some cases 
rom St. Nicholas and St. Martin’s Hospiial at Pyrford were 
demonsirated. Mr. Bristow described the treatment necessary 
at the onset, during the convalescent phase, and in the chronic 
stage. Ful! details were given of the various measures recommended.

A meetTinc of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford Division 
was held ai the Strafford Arms Hotel, Wakefield, on March 14th, 
when Dr. G. B. Hittmaw was in the chair; thirteen members were 
present. 

Dr. VeaLe gave a very interesting address on the use and abuse 
of drugs. After dealing with a few “ specifies,” he took pneumonia 
as an example, and discussed the drug treatment of this disease, 
mentioning opium and its derivatives as the best drugs in the 
treatment of the pain and sleeplessness. He cautioned his audience 
about using chloral in fatty degeneration of the heart. He 
explained the action of strychnine, and advocated it as a very useful 
drug in respiratory distress. He gave an account of the action of 
digitalis and its use, and emphasized the necessity for adequate and 
full doses, while looking out for such danger signals as nausea and 
— and, in more advanced cases, for couple beats and heart 
block. It might be safely given in cases of high blood pressure in 
proper doses. He then reviewed the drugs which he considered 
useful as diaphoreties, chiefly citing digitalis, mercury, and duretin. 
Dr. Veale warned the members against the dangers and absurdity 
of polypharmacy. He finally dealt with the question of certain 
drugs which are better used in combination, as, for instance, 
choral and potassium bromide, phenacetin, caffeine, and aspirin, 
and diuretin and mercury pill. 

Drs. Hittmay, Lyte, Rapcuirre, and Tomas took part in the 
subsequent discussion. A heariy vote of thanks was accorded to 
the lecturer for his address.

The Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

Sir,—In a letter appearing in your issue of M 
16th (Supplement, p. 65) Dr. Garratt criticizes the pro. 
vision in the new Dangerous Drugs Regulations whig 
brings within their scope all preparations containing 
heroin. 

In order to prevent any misunderstanding on the 
subject, it may be as well to point out, first, that the 
change has been made in the Regulations in order ty 
comply with the International Convention which was co. 
cluded at Geneva in February, 1925, and came into ope 
tion in September of last year; secondly, that before a 
ing to the introduction of this provision into the Conyep. 
tion, the Home Office consulted the British Medical Aggo. 
ciation and the Pharmaceutical Society. : 

Further, Dr. Garratt says that, as a result of the change, 
he finds himself ‘‘ so hedged with restrictions as to pro. 
hibit entirely the dispensing of the remedy in these times 
of heavy pressure.’’ He does not, explain what he meang 
by this, but, in fact, the only restriction that applies to 
him when dispensing a heroin preparation is that he has 
to keep a simple record of the cases in which he has 
supplied it.—I am, etc.,

P.S.—I may add, with reference to the letter from 
‘‘ Lex, M.B.,”’ which appeared in your issue of March 
23rd (Supplement, p. 71), that the preparation to whid 
the writer refers appears to fall outside the scope of the 
Dangerous Drugs Regulations as containing less than 
0.2 per cent. of morphine.

Sir.—‘‘ M.B.,’’ whose letter under the above heading appeared 
in the Supplement on March 23rd (p. 71), must be that curions 
type of person well known to active members of the British 
Medical Association who is always ready to criticize professional 
organizations, but who does not trouble even tu understand their 
constitutions. For instance, he states that the Society of Medical 
Officers of Health is ‘‘ governed exclusively by chief medical 
officers.”’ He may be interested to know that more than two- 
thirds of our Fellows are assistant medical officers, who can 
thus outvote their chiefs whenever they so desire. During 
recent years at least eight assistant medical officers have been 
presidents of our branches, and one holds such office at the 
present time. Our present council also includes two assistants 
among its members, and two others are presiding over groups 
of the society. 

If ‘M.B.” weuld apply to the executive secretary, at
